(2)  Approximately  the  size  of  a baseball  held  in  hand  at  arm's 

length*

(1)  At  17^3*17^4  Zulu 9 the  bright  object  was  observed  through 
vindow  of  weather  observation  tower  to  Southwest. 

(2)  Estimated  3^  degree  angle  approaching  observation  tower  over 
Runway  23  (rxmway  heading  235  degrees)  on  estimated  ^55  degree  heading  at 
unknown  elevation*  The  weather  observer  is  5 feat 9 11^  inches  tall  and  was 
facing  directly  toward  Runway  23  in  observation  tower  located  J^.2N2if  on  West 
side  of  approach  end  of  Runway  23 • Tower  elevation  is  1256  feet  MSL. 

(3) .  Object  disappeared  at  estimated  53  degree  angle  on  astimaxed 
lieadicg  of  P53  degrees*
